BIBLE RULING OKAYED 


In a letter signed by Roy A Ham- 
mer, associate of Town Counsel 
Philip Buzzell,. the School Com- 
mittee has been advised that it did 
not violate any state law, when it 
voted on August 14th to delete the 
reading of the Bible from the 
daily opening excercises of the 
Public Schools of Wilmington, 

The action of the committee was 
questioned by William Dunham of 
Brentwood Avenue, in a meeting in 
September with the School Com- 
mittee. Mr Dunham held that the 
School Committee of Wilmington 
was, among other things, violating 
the state law which requires the 
reading of the Bible in the public 
Schools, 

The letter, after reviewing the 
Supreme Court decision in the 
Baltimore and Pennsylvania cases 
which led to the Bible reading ban, 
said: ‘--it is perfectly clear that 
the decision, whether or not 70% 
of the American people may disa~ 
gree with it, was lawfully rendered 
pursuant to the jurisdiction and 
competence of the Court. The Su- 
preme Court’s power to declare 
Statutes unconstitutional, and 
hence its power to make authori- 
tative determinations of constitu- 
tional law, was first exercised in 
the case of Marbury v Madison, 
decided in 1803, and is an important 
part of our jurisdiction.

LIGHT RATES TOO 


Attorney James Banda, Chair- 
man of the Wilmington Planning 
Board, in the regular Tuesday 
meeting of the board declared that 
the Town of Wilmington is not being 
treated fairly in the matter of 
electric light service and rates. 

The rates are high, Mr Banda 
said, and the service poor. 

He pointed to the electric light 
poles and lights in Reading,ser- 
viced by the Reading Municipal 
Light Department and declared 
them to be ‘beautiful lampoles, 
beautiful lights’. 

Banda then pointed to the light 
poles and lights in Wilmington and 
called them ‘antiquated’. 

‘We are being treated like a 
Hick Town,’ Banda declared ‘We 
should be getting much better ser- 
vice for our money’,

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statutes: in Pennsylvania and Mass- 
achusetts, and continues; 

‘We can discern no significant 
difference between the two statu’es 
and must therefore conclude that 
the Massachusetts statute also vi- 
olates the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution and is invalid. 
B is not necessary for the General 
Court (Massachusetts Legislature, 
Ed.) to have repealed the statute 
or for a court to have specifically 
declared it unconstitutional for the 
statute to be invalid. It is invalid 
becafise it contravenes the Consti- 
tution,” 

‘Many learned constitutional 
lawyers disagree with the Supreme 
Court, as does one of its own 
members, concerning the proper 
interperetation of ‘establishment’ 
and ‘free exercise’ clauses of the 
First Amendment. Other lawyers 
question wether the provisions of 
the First Amendment are incor- 
porated into the Fourteenth Amend 
ment. Each man is, of course, 
entitled to his own opinion -- but 
it does not follow from that that one 
may disregard a Supreme Court 
exposition of the Constition with 
which he does not agree. 

We therefore advise you that the 
Committee did not violate any valid 
state law in deleting Bible reading 
from the daily opening exercises 
of the Wilmington public schools.’

At the time that the people of Vermont elec- 
ted a Democratic Governor, Harry S Truman, for- 
mer President, let loose with one of his typi- 
cal salty remarks which described the situation 
in Good Old American Vernacular.

Religion" Monday night. 

Sometime over two years ago the Town Crier 
reported that the Selectmen had failed to ob- 
serve the Baw, in the Street Betterment Program 
in Wilmington.

program, to the Board of Assessors, who shall 
then assess the costs to the abuttors. 

About a dozen streets, Marcus Road, Oakridge 
Circle, Del Drive, etc. had never been "Certi- 
fied" by the Selectmen. The Assessors, tired of 
waiting, had finally assessed the betterments 
anyway. 

The Town Crier used the phrase "Non-Kosher 
Street Betterments" to describe the situation. 

There was a great How-Do. The then Town Ma- 
nager issued statements denying everything, and 
his faithful claque took up the cry of "Town 
Manager Tormentor.* 

The Selectmen remained silent. They could 
afford to, for the law had failed to attach any 
penalty for failure to "certify". 

But the facts were there. 

John Brooks, then Chairman of the Board told 
the other Selectmen that there had been some 
errors in the costs of some of the streets, and 
he embarked on a lengthy program of "correct- 
ing" the errors. From time to time he would re- 
port his progress, sometimes wearily passing 
his hand over his brow, and the other Selectmen 
would cluck sympathetically. 

It never occured to the Selectmen that some 
of Wilmington's high priced help - Town Manager 
Town Engineer or Highway Superintendent - might 
do the work, so Brooks was the Noble Martyr. 

So the Selectmen finally straightened out 
the matter of costs of Street Betterments, and 
ignored the fact that they had not "Certified" 
the streets. 

But Monday night the Moment of Truth arrived. 
In front of the Selectmen, on the agenda for 
the meeting, was a paragraph from the Town Man-

For it has been announced, during the past 
week, that Wilmington, Burlington, and Wards 6 


and 7 of Woburn will be the new 34th Middlesex 
District, and that the district will have 
own Representative in the State House, come the 
1964 elections. 

The district was made up on a basis of the 
1955 census. At that time there were 9293 vo- 
ters in the district - and each district is 
supposed to have about 10,000. 

But the figures, as of July 1, 
the same. 

There are now 18,061 registered voters in 
the 34th Middlesex, or just about twice as many 
as in 1955. 

And each voter, as he goes to the polls and 
casts his ballot, may reflect (possibly with 
pleasure) that his vote is worth about 56% of 
the average vote in Massachusetts, when it 
comes to electing a Representative in the Great 
and General Court.

Wilmington, at the present time, has 1600 
registered Democrats and 1066 registered Repub- 
licans, out of a total of 5438 voters. 

Burlington has 2119 Democrats and 972 Repub- 
licans out of a total of 6211 voters. 

Ward 6 of Woburn (North Woburn) has 733 Dem- 
ocrats and 342 Republicans, out of a total of 
3013 voters, and Ward 7 (West Side - towards 
Lexington) has 545 Democrats and 186 Republi 
cans, out of a total of 3396. 

It isn't possible at this time to guess who 
the first representative of the new 34th Mia- 
dlesex District will be, - but he will probably

SCHOOL BOARD CONSIDERS 
SALARY PROPOSALS 


A proposal! now being considered 
by the Wilmington School Commit- 
tee would establish, for the first 
time in Wilmington, a schedule in 
pay for teachers in the public 
Schools who have a Doctor’s degree 

The proposal, past ofthose made 
by the Wilmington Teacher’s As- 
sociation, would establish a mini- 
mum pay of $5600a year for teach- 
ers with a doctoral degree, and a 
maximum of $8400, 

Other points in the proposal 
would establish a salary of $5300 
to $8100 for teachers with a 
master’s degree plus 30 additional 
credits towards a doctorate, and 
for teachers with a bachelors de- 
gree and 15 credits towards a 
master’s degree, a minumum of 
$4850 to a maximum of $7650, 

The present pay schedul ‘starts 
at $4700 for Bachelors, to amaxi- 
mum of $7500, and for Masters 
it ranges between $5000 and $7800, 

The School Committee, in their 
discussions of the proposals, in 
their October 16th meeting found 
themselves disposed towards ha- 
ving a time limit for the earning 
of the credits, 

Both Glen Connolly and Chair- 
man Arthur V Lynch felt that 
teachers who did not ‘get out and 
work’ for extra credits should not 
get the increments under discus- 
sion, 

Supt. of Schools Harold Shea told
